1. Document US 3 417 642 A (Dl) discloses a method 

for producing a plurality of components, which 

comprises the following steps: 



making available a substrate (30), 
making available a support (40), 

connecting a first surface of the substrate (30) 
to a first surface of the support (40) (column 6, 
lines 5 to 24) 

machining the components out of the substrate 
(30), wherein the components are held together by 
the support (40) at least directly after having 
been machined, 

releasing the adhesive force of the support 
(column 7, lines 36 to 60), and 

detaching of the components from the support (40) 
so as to separate the components (column 6, line 
66, to column 8, line 23) . 



In particular the newly inserted features 
"followed by a release of the adhesive force of 
the support" is disclosed in document Dl, column 
8, lines 8-12, and figure 10, wherein the 
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Box No. V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

component is partly detached from the support in 
such a way that the adhesive force of the support 
is released.
